The  Cornish  Oivil  Defease  has  a  newly  decorated  headquarters 
in  the  Selectmens  Office,  it  makes  a  very  nice  headquarters  and  hope 
the  Civil  Defense  can  be  more  active  next  year  so  we  can  use  our  new 
headquarters. 

There  is  going  to  be  a  di'ill  lo  evacuate  our  school  when  the  weath- 
er is  presentable,  to  see  how  quick  we  can  get  them  home  after  the 
alert  sounds. 

The  progi-am  for  this  year  will  be  on  fallout  shelters.  There  will 
be  new  classes  on  Monitoring  and  Police  work.  There  will  also  be 
First  Aid  Coui-ses  and  hop?  it  will  be  a  big  turn  ou'j  for  tr.ese  land  hope 
at  lea.^it.  one  from  each  family  will  be  able  to  attend. 

We  are  working  on  Communication  and  hope  to  have  it  completed 
in  July.  The  Races  Network  is  located  at  Mr.  Ralph  Train's  home  on 
Dingleton  Hill.

The  Cornish  Fire  Department  was  called  fourteen  times  this  year.

In  these  days  of  constantly  rising  taxes  and  wages,  any  unnecessary 
expense  is  an  added  burden  on  everyone's  pDcketbook— yours  and  mine. 
Forest  Fires  cost  money  and  damage  our  valuable  woodlands.  Light- 
ning sets  some  forest  fu-es,  but  we  have  no  control  of  lightning.  Children 
cause  many  fires.  Ninety-eight  percent  of  our  forest  fires  result  from 
human  carelessness — our  carelessness.  This;,  we— you— and  I  can  do 
something  about. 

When  we  require  you  to  obtain  a  permit  for  out-of-doors  burning 
or  forbid  you  to  burn  on  days  of  high  fire  danger  or  set  up  regulations- 
hours,  etc.,  governing  the  use  of  the  town  dump,  we  are  simply  pro- 
tecting yours  and  the  town's  interests. 

The  ever  present  threat  of  forest  fires  is  the  concern  of  all  of  us; 
the  responsibility  for  preventing  them  is  ours  and  the  costs  of  extin- 
guishing are  ours.  We  can  do  comething  about  this  problem,  by  being 
aware  of  and  alert  to  the  danger  and  by  cooperation  with  your  warden. 

Do  the  things  that  are  required  of  you  — 

1.  Follow  the  warden's  directions. 

2.  Secure  the  required  burning  permit. 

3.  Keep  your  fires  under  control. 

4.  Completely   extinguish   your    fires    before    leaving    them. 

5.  See  that  your  children  are  properly  cautioned. 
Everyone  will  benefit  by  it.

We  would  like  to  point  out  that  the  total  circulation  has  increased 
greatly  in  the  past  few  years.  We  arc  trying  to  present  a  .system  of 
cii'culation  in  the  community  thni  "friends"  of  the  Library.  This  has 
worked  well.  The  new  furnace  has  been  installed,  the  Librarian  and 
Janitor  are  well  pleased  with  it. 

The  cost  of  books  continue  to  rise  and  om-  lai'gest  supply  house 
has  decreased  the  discount  available  to  small  libraries.  We  are  tiying 
to  circumvent  this  problem  by  ordering  with  other  libraries  in  the 
area,  through  the  State  Libraiy. 

Our  biggest  problem  continues  to  be  the  canying  out  of  the  very 
necessary  repaii's.  As  you  will  note,  we  still  have  the  money  raised 
for  this  pm-pose,  but  we  have  found  it  difficult  to  interest  reUable 
contractors  to  do  the  work.  We  hope  to  do  so  soon. 

The  "Gold  Star  Books"  project  is  going  well.  As  you  who  have 
students  in  the  high  schools  know,  more  and  more  reading  is  expected 
of  them.  We  have  endeavored  to  meet  this  need  with  as  many  of  the 
requii'ed  books  as  possible.  These  are  included  in  the  "Gold  Star" 
collection  and  is  in  a  separate  room  and  readily  available  to  the 
students. 

The  Library  is  aware  of  the  need  for  a  Historical  Society  to  take 
care  of  the  many  pieces  of  memorabilia  given  to  us.  Anyone  interested 
in  this  project,  please  contact  one  of  the  Tmstees.

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REPORT  OF  THE  HISTORY  COMMITTEE 


It  has  been  some  time  since  the  Committee  has  issued  a  formal 
roport  on  its  progi-oss;  however,  the  history  is  now  bejjinnin;^  to  take 
dofinite  shape.  The  most  time  coasuminK  task,  that  of  ;,'alherinj,'  and 
evaluating  genealogical  infomiation  from  town  recoixLs,  has  Ix-en  com- 
pleted. In  addition,  part  of  the  narrative  has  Ixx^-n  written. 

The  histoiy  will  be  one  volume  of  approximately  the  same  .size 
as  the  previous  two.  The  number  of  copies  printed  will  depend  on  your 
action  regarding  the  article  in  the  warrant.  The  Committee  would 
recommend  750  copies.  The  amounts  are  based  on  an  estimate  by  the 
Rum  ford  Publishing  Company. 

This,  by  no  means,  indicates  that  the  work  of  the  Committee  is 
lessening  in  any  way.  Few  of  the  organization  histories  have  been  writ- 
ten, and  there  are  gaps  in  many  of  the  family  histories.  Moreover, 
certain  of  the  town  functions  will  require  lengthy  research:  for  exam- 
ple, the  Boston  Post  Cane,  which  was  started  alx)ut  1915. 

The  town  residents  can  be  of  much  assistance  duiing  this  coming 
year.  Unfortunately,  it  will  be  impossible  to  contact  personally  every- 
one from  whom  we  requii'e  additional  genealogical  infonnation.  In  view 
of  this,  the  Committee  is  sending  out  copies  of  the  known  family  re- 
cord. It  is  vei-y  im.portant  that  these  are  completed  and  returned  as 
quickly  as  possible. 

The  organizations  will  be  contacted  for  their  own  records;  some 
already  have  received  this  request  and  will  be  reminded.  (A  few 
have  ah-eady  sent  in  theii-  histories).  We  must  emphasize  that  the 
narrative  for  these  clubs  will  be  lai'gely  dependent  upon  the  facts,  or 
histoiy,  which  they  themselves  give  the  Committee.  Urge  your  organi- 
zations to  do  this  as  soon  and  as  completely  as  possible. 

At  the  time  of  the  celebration  of  Cornish's  150th  AnniversarJ^  a 
phamphlet  was  issued  describing  the  occasion.  If  anyone  in  town  still 
has  a  copy  of  this  tucked  away  somewhere,  the  Committee  would 
greatly  appreciate  the  loan  of  it  for  a  short  while.

To  see  if  the  district  will  authorize  the  school  board  to  make 
application  for  and  to  receive,  in  the  name  of  the  district,  such 
advances,  grants-in-aid  or  other  funds  for  educational  pur- 
poses as  may  now  or  hereafter  be  forthcoming  from  the  U.  S. 
Government  and/or  state  agencies. 

8.  To  see  if  the  district  will  authorize  the  school  board  to  employ 
a  full  time  principal,  who  will  also  assume  the  duties  of  sub- 
stitute teaching  .and  guidance  counseling,  a'j  a  salary  not  to 
exceed  $4,000.00. 

9.  To  see  if  the  district  will  request  the  school  board  to  investi- 
gate any  possible  alternative  to  the  rising  cost  of  higlh  school 
tuition. 

10.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come  before 
this  meeting.

Tho  Cornish  Scliool  P,oar(l  hereby  expresses  iLs  j,Tateful  appreci- 
ation for  the  devotion  and  generous  service  to  the  school  children  of 
Cornish  .t^iven  by  the  officers,  teachers  and  employees  of  the  schwl 
district  durin.t^  the  past  year.  This  appreciation  is  also  extended  to  those 
who  have  enriched  (he  course  of  education  by  gifts  of  books,  pictures 
and  other  articles.  Our  thanks  also  to  those  who  have  aided  the  physi- 
cal education,  especially  to  Mr.  Jesse  Stone  and  the  Cornish  Fire  De- 
partment for  maintaining  the  excellent  skating  rink  near  the  Town 
Hall. 

The  School  Board  has  held  regular  monthly  meetings,  and  several 
extra  sessions,  and  has  kept  in  close  contact  with  all  pha.ses  of  the 
school  operation.  Many  of  the  problems  which  once  beset  us  have  been 
resolved.  The  water  and  plumbing  systems  have  functioned  very  well. 
The  schoolhouse  roof  will  need  attention  in  the  near  future,  as  some  of 
the  shingles  ai-e  curling.  An  electrical  storm  early  in  the  summer  caused 
extensive  damage  to  the  complicated  heating-ventilating  control  sys- 
tem, and  required  several  visits  by  servicemen,  and  the  rebuilding"  of 
some  motors  and  valves  before  finally  repaired.  Fortunately  this  dam- 
age is  covered  by  insui-ance. 

The  School  Lunch  Program  has  continued  to  grow,  serving  more 
hot  meals  to  school  childi-en  this  year  than  previonsly,  the  average 
for  this  winter  being  between  110  and  120  per  day.  The  school  lunch, 
with  the  support  of  the  state  and  federal  programs,  is  presently  paying 
its  way  and  gaining  a  small  favorable  balance.  The  school  "lunch  is 
also  indebted  to  several  individuals  for  valuable  gifts,  and  especially 
to  Mr.  Clifford  Sav\'yer  and  Cornish  Grange  for  produce  from  the 
Grange  "School  Lunch  Garden". 

The  School  Board  desii'es  to  enhst  the  aid  of  every  parent  in  its 
efforts  to  strengthen  the  teaching  program  of  the  school  "in  those  funda- 
mental requii-ements  of  learning,  without  which  no  person  can  be  con- 
sidered educated.

MAINTENANCE    AND   IMPROVEMENTS 

During  the  summer  vacation  period  we  carried  on  a  very  extensive 

cleaning  and  redecorating  program.  The  building  was  gone  over  thor- 
oughly, the  windows  cleaned  inside  and  out.  and  the  floors  washed 
and  waxed.  The  Cafeteria  kitchen  was  painted  and  several  classrooms 
redecorated.  We  have  been  very  much  pleased  with  the  work  done 
by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Perkins  in  maintaining  our  building.  It  is  hoped  that 
provision  will  be  made  so  that  this  work  can  be  put  on  a  full-time 
basis,  twelve  months  of  the  year.

ITEMS   OF  INTEREST 

Mrs.  Weld  and  Mrs.  Ackerman  have  been  in  charge  of  the  school 
cafeteria  again  this  year.  They  have  provided  very  excellent  lunches 
for  t;.o.9e  children  who  desired  to  make  use  cf  this  school  service.  !Many 
more  children  have  been  sened  this  year  than  in  some  pi'e\ious  yeai-s. 
Government  surplus  foods  have  aided  materially  in  the  operation  of 
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this  unit,  resulting  in  a  considerable  saving.  This  feature  helps  to  keep 
the  cost  to  pupils!  at  a  minimum.  Mr.  Alvan  Barrus  has  tiaken  over  the 
responsibility  of  keeping  the  books,  and  we  have  benefited  much  from 
his  help  in  handling  the  financial  matters  connected  vi^ith  the  cafeteria 
operation. 

A  workshop  in  reading  has  been  planned  for  the  telachers  in  Union 
No.  5,  to  be  held  in  Cornish  sometime  this  Spring.  This  is  to  be  a  two- 
day  affair,  with  guest  sipeakers  from  Boston  University  and  the  State 
Department  of  Education  scheduled  to  participate.  Mrs.  Marion  Stone 
of  Cornish  was  elected  the  local  representative  on  the  committee 
making  arrangements  for  this  program. 

Miss  Margaret  Arnold  of  Charlestown  was  guest  speaker  at  our 
November  P.T.A.  meeting.  She  gave  a  very  interesting  talk  and  demon- 
qtnation  of  the  Science  Research  Associate  Reading  Laboratory.  A 
great  deal  of  interest  in  this  material  has  been  created  within  our 
teaching  staff.  It  is  hoped  that  some  time  in  the  near  future  this 
teaching  devise  can  be  made  available  in  our  school. 

The  School  Board  has  shown  considerable  interest  in  setting  up 
Written  Policies  to  be  usied  as  a  guide  for  operation  of  the  school.  It  is 
expected  that  these  policies  will  be  completed  and  av\ailable  for  publi- 
cation at  the  start  of  the  new  school  year  in  the  fall. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  teachers  for 
their  cooperation,  and  profesisional  loyalty  throughout  the  school  year. 
I  also  tappreciate  the  help  and  support  given  me  by  members  of  the 
Cornish  School  Board.

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Report  of  the  School  Nurse 


In  the  past  yearly  reports  your  school  nurse  has  stressed  the  im- 
portance of  good  physical  health  in  the  learning  and  educational  pro- 
gram for  all  children.  In  this  report  I  would  like  to  emphasize  the 
importance  of  good  mental  health  in  a  child's  educational  program. 
Needless  to  say  the  two  cannot  be  separated— either  one  has  a  great 
effect  on  the  other.  For  instance  the  child  with  a  severe  vision  handicap 
may  have  an  emotional  problem  directly  related  to  the  physical  prob- 
lem. On  the  other  hand  emotional  problems  may  sometimes  show 
themselves  in  physical  symptoms. 

First  of  all  we  should  acquaint  ourselves  with  the  indications  of 
a  well  adjusted  child  and /or  good  mental  health.  There  is  evidence  of 
good  mental  health  when  the  child: 

(1)  Seems  happy  most  of  the  time 

(2)  Contributes  freely  in  a  classroom  discussion 

(3)  Is  not  unduly  shy 

(4)  Enjoys  playing  with  other  children  and  being  a  part  of  a 
group 

(5)  Is  achieving  in  his  studies  according  to  his  ability 

(6)  Attends  school  regularly 

(7)  Does  not  seem  too  often  fatigued 

(8)  Does  not  daydream  excessively 

(9)  Uses  adequate  self-control  according  to  his  age 

(10)  Is  able  to  make  and  maintain  friends 

(11)  Is  interested  in  new  experiences 

(12)  Does  not  show  a  pattern  of  stuttering  or  of  infantile  speech 

(13)  Does  not  show  excessive  nervous  mannerisms 

If  it  is  felt  that  the  child  needs  assistance  we  do  have  available 
resources  within  the  State  of  New  Hampshire.  Perhaps  the  best  known 
of  these  is  the  New  Hampshire  Child  Guidance  Clinic  which  functions 
out  of  Concord.  In  addition  to  the  services  offered  in  Concord  a  group 
from  this  Clinic  comes  to  Keene  once  a  month.  At  these  Clinics  the 
child  is  given  various  tests  by  a  psychologist  in  order  to  determine 
the  child's  learning  potential  as  well  as  behavioxir  patterns.  The  child 
is  also  seen  by  a  psychiatrist  w'ho  may  do  further  tests  with  the  child. 
The  parents  of  the  child  discuss  the  child  and  his  problem  with  the 
social  worker— later  a  conference  is  held  and  the  findings  of  these 
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clinic  members  ar(>  discussed  and  evaluate<l.  At  a  later  date  the 
parents  have  the  opportunity  to  discuss  the  findings  of  the  clinic  with 
the  persons  mentionwl  above  and  to  make  plans  beneficial  to  the  child. 

In  the  Claremont  area  a  Cliild  Guidance  Clirtic  is  made  available 
by  the  Claremont  Mental  Health  Association.  This  clinic  is  servc-d  by  a 
psychiatric  Social  Worker  and  a  psycholofrnst  from  the  HitchccK-k 
Clinic  in  Hanover.  This  clinic  is  available  to  our  Supervisory  Union. 
There  is  no  charge  for  the  sci-vices  of  the  a])ove  mentioned  clinics. 
On  a  private  basis  there  is  the  Hitchcock  Qinic  in  llanwer  which 
offers  a  veiy  fine  service. 

It  is  extremely  important  for  one  or  both  parents  of  the  child  to 
attend  with  the  child. 

During  the  course  of  a  school  year  several  of  our  children  attend 
these  clinics.  We  feel  that  a  gi'eat  deal  of  benefit  has  been  derived 
from  the  use  of  these  services.  The  school  and  the  home  have  a  much 
better  understanding  of  the  child  and  his  problems;  the  recommen- 
dations made  thi-ough  these  clinics  enable  the  parents  as  well  as  the 
school  to  really  help  the  child.  The  children  attending  seem  to  enjoy 
the  experience  and  cooperate  well. 

Once  again  I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  you  all 
for  your  support  of  our  Health  Progi'am.
